sk;beit therefore roaolvcd,- thai a re- 
Mpeclfiil addreas ])o iircseiited to his honor 
the liciutenanl governor reciuc-il ing him to 
luovc tho Doiuiniiiu govciiinienl te com- 
jiunsate the owners of British vessola foi 
the loRscR thus incurred and to obtain 
from the United St'ites aiitliorilies a reim- 
bursement of the sum so expended. 

The hull, iiiovci- s;ii(l lit: lirmighl forward 
llie rcaoluliou with llie feeling that 
private owners had boon very hardly dealt 
with, for in many inBlaiices tlio vessels 
and plant represented all their capital.

THE MISSION TO OTTAWA. 

UeiulU Attslued by the Visit uf the Run. 
Provluolal Secretary. 

Hun. Mr. Robson yesterday brought 
lown all the .papers in oonneotion with 
lis Ottawa mission, referring to all mat- 
ters which up to tho present had been 
■igrcod upon botwouii thu two govorii- 
nients. Tho correspondence which led 
up to his being appointed by the executive 
to proceed on the mission was attached. 
L'lie honorable gentleman, in his report, 
states that after his ' arrival at Ottawa on 
ilio ' 7th October, he had frequent ' con- 
furuncos with tho Dominion governnient, 
tho result of which would bo found in 
appendix "D." Hia niemorniuluin goes 
oil to state that "enibrncing the opjior- 
tunity presented by my preaoiico at 
Ottawa, 1 urged upon the attention of tlie 
Dominion government — inter alia — tho 
following subjects, with the results re- 
.tpectivoly stated : 

1. The Dominion government assented 
lo tho appointment of two additional 
iiuunly court judges for the iireseiit. 

2. The Innds on the lowtrFrasor, com- 
monly known as dyking lanJa, aro. to bo 
surrendered to tho province. 

3. Thu grnntiug of aubsidius to certain 
rnilvraya tu be carefully utaisiderod, but 
no nbsoluto promise was made. 

i. Tho opinion was oxprusHod that it 
would not bu politic to inclndo the 
liohring'a Sea quoatiun within th» ncopo 
of the international iisheries' comniission. 

6. The question of the settlemunt uf 
Dhe boundary between Canada and Alaska 
was earnestly considered, and the advisa- 
bility of British Columbia being heard 
before any commission appointed to deal 
with it was conceded, 

0. A proposition to placo a fudornl 
ruvonuo cutter in the waters which wash 
thu north-west coast of the provinco for 
the prevention of illicit trailic and pro- 
tection of our tisherio*, although not abso- 
lutely agreed to, was favorably entor- 
tainod. 

7. Assurance was given that a thorough 
exploration and survey of our sea tishing 
grounds would be undertaken during tho 
appruaching summer, 

8. Although no detinito promiso was 
made, reason was given to expect that the 
Dominion government would ettablish au

Tho undersigned begs reapuclfully lo 
submit the following facts and suggestioiiB 
for llie c(msideratioii of tlio hon. the 
minister uf customa and the hon. the 
minister of marine and fisheries: 

1. For years many British Columbia 
Indians have been in the habit of annual- 
ly repairing to United States territory to 
engage in hop picking and other employ 
nuMit. These Indians have usually in- 
vested their eai niiiga in various kinds uf 
supplies including, generally, considerable 
i|iiantities uf iiiloxicaliiig licpior.s, bringing 
Ihesu su])plie8 into British Coiumbia wjtli- 
oiit ]);i}'ment of customs duly. 

.'\lthouKh in the first instance these sup- 
plies were for the moat part for the use of 
ihusu bringing tliuni in, the Indians soon 
begun to trailic in them; and it has bu- 
conie a coi.imoii praclice for Indiuni to 
endiai'k in this aniuggling trade ur 
business. 

As above said, considerablu quantities 
of itito:ricating liquor liavo in this way 
been brouglit in, and that to tho great 
demoralization and injury of the Indian 
population and serious injury lo legitimate 
trnde ou the north-weat coast of British 
Cohmibiu — not infrequently leading to 
breaches of the peace and endangering 
the lives and property of the white popu- 
lation. 

IL It is believed that with the removal 
of the Metlakathla Indians to Alaska and 
tho establishment there of a largo and 
attractive tradint,' post contiguous to Brit- 
ish Columbia territory, there is every 
probability of the bulk of the trade of 
our Indians being attracted to that post, 
and that thc^tinuo so nltraeted will eviido 
duty of customs unless prevented by 
a])eciul and eC'ectivo measures for tho pro- 
tection of the reveniie in these waters. 

It is obvious that, in addition to tho 
loss of revenue and demoralization of the 
Indians by the free and unrestricted in- 
troduction of the vilest kinds of intoxi- 
cants, the province is, by these means, 
dejirived of a largo amouiint of trade to 
which it is justly entitled, 

ill. The oolachan tishories on the 
Naas river are relied upon by our Indians 
for an annual supply of an essential article 
of food. Nans river being the great, if not 
the sole, oolachan tisliing ground, the In- 
dians of the entire coast, inclutling many 
from Alaska, annually resort thither; and 
it is believed that not only will the Met- 
lakathla Indians, who have recently c;one 
out from US to reside in Alaska, return 
annually to their accustomed fishing 
grounds in British Columbia watora, but 
that other foreign Indians wUl flock to 
the Nana in larger numbers than over, and 
that the rivor will be over-lialied and our 
own Indians driven to the wall and de- 
pi-ived of this most important means uf 
sustenance. 

So alanned have our Indians become in 
face of this threatened invasion that they 
have already sent remonstrances to the 
authorities at Victoria upon the subject. 

JV. Tho undersigned would respect- 
fully auggesfc aa tin; must effective remedy 
for both of the above mentioned abuses or 
grievances that a revenue cutter bo stated- 
ly employed in the waters which wash the 
western shores uf British 'Columbia, as 
well for the proteotion of the revenue as 
the valuable fisheries. The ptesence of 
such a craft would not only protect the 
revenue and the tislioriea — of themaelres 
inoru than^Bufiicieiit to justify the entire 
expense — but it would exert a most salu- 
tary intiuenco in tho intoreats of civili?A- 
tion and trade along the seabrard and in 
many ways more than eompensate for .the 
cost involved.

In accordance with an understanding I 
beg leave to state the roaults of our sev- 
eral confcroiicea on the matters which 
have been aubjacts of correspondence be- 
tween the Government of Canada and 
that of British Columbia: 

1. On thu subject of water for irriga- 
tion purposes for the Indian reservea, I 
understand it to be your intention to ob-

2. In relation to Indian reserves our 
iinderstandini^ is that where land cannot

nllairs will bo permitted to select lands 
suitable for such a purpose elsewhere, and 
in ns close proximity to the Indian- settle- 
ments as possible. ' , 

3. Iiirrelatipn to the general question 
of the admiiiisttation of justice and the 
|ircservation of the peace among the 
1 ndians which has aruen on the following 
lioints : 

{a) Tho appointment of conatablea, 
."iiid the erection of gaols in the northern 
part of Vancouver lalaiid and the adjoin- 
ing niainlnnd. ' ■:■■!;'"' ^ 

(h) The use of gaols and the assistancu 
of local constables in the Cowichan dis- 
trict — 

(c) And tho disposal of fines recoived 
under tho penal clause of the Indian 
liquor act — 

1 1 is understood that the government 
of British Columbia will assume the ordi- 
nary cost of the administration of justice 
,viid iho proservation of peace among tho 
Indians of the iirovinco, they receiving in 
return therefor tliat portion of the lines 
iiiipoaed which has hitherto boon reiorvod 
for the Indian fund. 

It will bo necessary to have legislation 
on this subject, and it is understood that 
tho required legislation will be obtainsd 
at the next gession of parliament.

GERMANY'S GOOD GDIDE. 

There is no exaggeration in stating that 
the Emperor Frederick 111. ils Crown 
Prince was tho iiti'ul of all that is 
Uneat, noblest, and best in tho German 
race. "A tall, handsome, noblo-lookin 
man with an elegant figure, light brown 
hiiir, and a straw-colored beard, with a 
nio.st cliivalr(ju.s and yet soniowhat grave 
courtesy and a dignified manner - 
Teuton, in fact, such as' Tacitus descri- 
bes." This is the porjbraifc, ^hich the Em 
press Eagenie draws of him;when.writiogto 
her friend, Countess Walewski." His 
name, his appearance, his character are 
famous throughout tho world; they are as 
familar in Japan and China as in America 
and Europe. No breath of scandal lias 
ever taniished his fair fame, either as 
officer, gontloiiian or citizen. The highest 
testinifiny in his favor ia probably the 
fact that tile French, with all their in 
tense vindictivenoss against the Germans 
have neither :uttered or published a singh 
unfavorable remark about liini, and, al 
though one of the principal leaders of the 
inviding army in 1870, his present illness 
has drawn forth great expressions o^ 
sympathy from Franca,' and remedies 
have been forwarded by B'ronch people 
for his recovery. A singularly devoted, 
faithftd lut.sband, his uittlisgui.sed admira- 
tion fur his clover, talented wife has given 
rise to the riimoiir that he is entirely sub- 
servient t(i her will. 'I'liose who have had 
the opportunity of becoming acqnainteil 
with the strongly defined features of his 
sterling and upright character deny the 
truth of such an allegation. Few royal par- 
ents have ever devoted themselves more 
completely to their pliildreu, and no phil 
dren have ever reciprocated 'affection more' 
tenderly than his. Never was depth and 
intensity of feeling more strikingly dis- 
played than !it the funeral of^ Prince Wal- 
domar, a bright, promising, anil loveable 
boy (jf twelve, the favorite child of "f'nser 
l''ritz" and his wife. When the services 
in the Friedenskircho of I'otsdain on 
March 29, 1870, had ended, and tho clioir 
were singing tlife solemn liynm, "Wlien 
once I shall depart, Lord,. do not depart 
from mo," the Crown Prince walked up 
to the coflin and throw himself on his 
knees at tho feet of his muoli loved child. 
Quietly and gently tho Empress and her 
daughter, tho Grand Ducliess of Baden, 
«N)le up and knelt down beside him. .\ftor 
about ten minutes ho arose, pressed along 
kiss on tho velvet covered lid of the coffin, 
iind, having assisted his mother to rise to 
lior feet, gently led her mit of the church, 
the tears meanwhile streaming down his 
face. It is a moving thing to see a man 
weep, especially when tho mourner is so 
heroic a specimen of manhood as was the 
Crown Prince, «nd there were few dry 
eyes in that church'. Those wlio have 
had frequent opportunities of seeing 
liim in civilian dross have noticed 
that ho always wore a little silver 
coin moimteil oh a scarf pin in his cravat, 
itoiniirkiiig; one diay that the j)u]Mon with 
wlioni hu was conversing ob.served thih pin 
with a look of curiosity, he pulled it out

coin is one of three which were unearthed 
in anoldRoraangravain tlioprosoiiceof my 
three boys. I had the three cuius mount- 
ed aa pins for them to remind them of 
the occasion, and when my little Walde- 
mar died 1 took possession of his and 
hnvo worn it ever since." The Crown 
Prince's relations with the Kaiser, his 
father, were of the : most allbct- 
ionate nature, and nothing is 
said to have been more touching 
than tho tender and rcsi)ectfid maimer in 
which he raised the old genllcmaii's hand 
to hia lips, liniuniorable anecilotes, suf- 
liciont indeed to fill volumes, are o.vtant 
with regard to hia conduct' towards his 
inforiora, showing his kindnosa of heart 
and consideration for others. The diili 
culty is to make a selection of those a'' 
<uir disposal. Probably the prettiest one 
is that of the schoolnuiBter at Bornstedt, a 
little village on hia own estate near Potn- 
ilani. The Crown Prince one divj' pas-siiig 
the village schoolhouse stopped, made his 
w.-\y into the classroom, sat ilown and 
began to listen attentively to the lesson.s. 
Suddenly a telegraph messenger ap]icared, 
handing the teacher a dispatch announc- 
ing that his mother was dangerously ill 
and wished to see him before her death. 
Tlie Crown Prince, noticing the master's 
blanched face, innnediatoly inquired what 
was tho matter, and, on hearing the fact, 
bade the pocn' m.m hasten to the dying 
mother's Ijisdside, saying that he himself 
would look after the school until arrange- 
ments could be made for obtaining a sul)- 
stitute during the master's absence. Ac- 
cnrdingly, for more than two hours the 
Crown Prince took sole charge of the 
a hold, rapping the idle good- 
humoredly over the knuckles and 
rewarding tho diligont, until ttie arrival 
of the village parson for the purpose of 
holding his weekly Bible class. By the 
afternoon a subsituto liad been found, but 
tho Prince continued to superintend mat- 
ters |)ersoii;dly with the strictest industry 
until tho regular master returned alter 
the funeral of his niolher. At court 
dinners he wtia frecniently seen, when the 
guests had risen from the table, to call 
up the pages of hoiioiu', mostly boys of 
noble birth belonging, to the cadet school, 
who had been helping in the service, and 
after chatting merrily with thorn for a 
few moments, Uiko tho sweetmeats and 
bonbons from the table, stuff them into 
the boys' pockets, occasionally into their 
mouths, sometini'S even cramming the 
latter, and then ask some (|uesti<jn de- 
manding immediate reply 1 Nothing 
could have been mure ludicrous than to 
observe the frantic ell'orts of the cadet to 
inako a fitting answer while his mouth 
wiis dosed by sticky delicacies, much to 
the amusement of "Onser Fritz." 
His appearance at the swimming 
establishment of the Guards Regiment 
at Potsdam wa.s alway.s hailed with de- 
light. iL was the sign.il fipr a scries of 
ai|uatic larks. A splendid swinnner ami 
expert diver, his great pleasure was 
getting a crowd -to assemble on the raft 
Moating in mid-stream, and then capsizing 
himself and those with him peil-mell into 
the water. Few are aware of the terrible 
danger he incurred in June, 1874, when 
out driving in the outskirts of Potsdam, 
near the Wildpark Station. -Whilst pass- 
ing across th^ rails, suddenly tho heavy 
barriers, which are worked at a consider- 
able distance, were lot down on the 
approach of tho express train. His car- 
riage was thus caught between the two 
closed barriers, and it was mily by the 
most superhinuan ufi'orls that he wtis able 
to raise one of them and get tlie vehicle 
off the track before the train rushed by. 
One of the most marked features in his 
character has always been tho total 
absence of fear, which was tho principal 
or main point during the terrible days of 
the war of 1870. No fear woidd 
keep him back, and his noble 
bearing in leading his men was 
the chief cause of the hearty man- 
ner in which the I'avarians and 
Southern troops under bus cnmmand for- 
got their hereditary aversion to Prufisia, 
and so thoroughly co-operated with the 
Pru.ssian soldiers. Mow nobly has his 
courage, based on contidonce and trust in 
(Jod, abowii itself during this last sore trial, 
ivhon, after insisting on being Udd the 
truth respecting his terrible malady, the 
Crown Prince zetirud iii solitude fur an 
hour, and then came forward to greet the 
physicians with tho words, "1 coiuniend 
myself to(ii)d;" lie alone jirescrved cheer- 
fulness in the gloomy time of this trying 
decision. Ho ia now sustained l)y the 
prayers of his [leople, that a life so valued 
and cherished by ;ill may be yet spared to 
tho welfare of his coiintiy. .Surely if, as 
Cai lylo maintained, a "kiiit;" implies a 
"LiJiiniiiij," or "one who can," "UiiBur 
Fritz," now the Kaiser, is a Sovereign not 
only by birthright but by virtue. His is 
a life cherished and honored by all who 
glory in being German subjects, and 
whose hearts aro clouded, in the day of 
his exaltation, by the sufl'erings of one so 
dear to them all. That his days may he 
long prolonged now tliat he has been 
called upon to rule over the Fatherland is 
tho prayer not only of (im-maiis, antl Eng- 
liahmun, with wliom ho ia so closely allied 
by marriage, but of pepple eveiywhere;- 

THE CROFTERS. 

To Thk Editor:— In h)okiiig over the 
columns of Tm-; Coi.o.Msr 1 noticed a 
letter on the crofter nuestion, signed 
"Merchant." 1 wish to say a few wwds 
about that letter, as "Merchant" has (i 
rather savage lling at the crofters through 
tho medium of » letter which appeared in 
the London Tinivs. 

Tho writer says that no family labored 
more for the benelit of the people of the 
Lewi.s, than I be present owners of the 
land and also (in ellect) that no pe<ii)le 
Imvo proved more unworthy or less de- 
serving of help. 

1 will give an extract from a letter 
which appeared in tho Scolnman about 
this matter: 

"It is generally acknowledged that Sir 
James Matlieson meant well as a proprie- 
tor. He e.xijcnded vast sums of money in 
various uiidertakiugs. But largo sums 
woresunk in paraflino works, which proved 
a financial failure, in improving peat bogs 
and draining land, with the result of 
shoor waste of money. Enormous sums 
were lavished on the castlo grounds, etc." 

Tho writer goes on to s<\y that thu same 
Bimm "judiciouHly exjjended would have 
produced noble results," Whereas, 1 
Hup]io8e, t!ie only real benefit to the ])eo- 
plo was whilst these works Avoro in pro- 
gress. Any person iU<uatured)y inclined, 



in passing through tho Lewis, could, if so 
inclined, Iind a great deal to say against 
the people, but circumstances make them 
what tliey are. A short extract from an- 
other letter will servo to show liow unfor- 
tunaftjJy.aWd hopelossly they are situated: 
"What are tho circumstances / 'i'lie popu- 
lation is L'o,487. The gross auricullvinil 
v.duu ia i'J2,7iU. Tlime ia no uianufac- 
tiiro and scarcely any oniploynient." 

Olio more extract, this time from a 
petition that was presented by the crofters 
of Achniore to' tlie proprietor for more 
laud. Tliey "stated that they had come 
to explain how they wore reduced to 
boggiiry, although all of them were in 
guild circumstances when they luid crofts 
of decent size, liy the ruling of the 
estjite you will idiserve that twenty-five 
years ago the people of (iarrynabire were 
removed and sent in upon Aclniioro, and 
fiirtheniioro were encroached upon as late 
as six years ago, when you removed 
croftura from Calluriiish and jilaced them 
upon us at Aohmore, which tln^roby over- 
stocked the place so nmcli that wo are 
iKi'.v reduced to poverty," Thoy, thoro- 
f.iiu, prayed that they should bu returncil 
HI (Jarryiiahire, which would support a 
number of them in comfort. It seems 
Ihi^y bad been removed in order tli.at a 
large farm might he made of their crofts, 
.iiid t he first question now was, whether 
tliey would bo willing to take over the 
xtock of the present tenant at a valuation^ 
I'eople reduced to poverty were luiturally 
not able to do that, aiul so the matter 
dropped. Now, if this is tho inanner in 
wliicli they aro treated, remove tlioin from 
[ilaces which aro improved and which they 
and their forefathers before them have oc- 
cupied, .■<itiij)l[i because it is suitable for a 
large farm, 1, for my piirt,(iuestioii both the 
cliaritablenesa ami the Christianity of the 
proprietor so doing, and think th.-it though 
there may be cause for gratefuhifss on 
their part, there is also cause for the re- 
verse. In such an altogether hopeless 
slate of affairs for them, nnecan easily sco 
how they, might be looked upon as lazy 
and tiiriftless. 

But fortunately this is nut the first time 
that crofter emigration has taken place. 
The maritime provinces and tlutario ;ire 
in portions idmust entirely peopled \)y 
them, and who will say that they were 
not desirable settlers or thiit they have 
not done well. Their names are familiar 
household worils in tho Dominion of 
C'an.uta and deservedly so — MuDunalds, 
Mci\en/.ies, MoDougalls, Camerons and 
niaii}' other well-known names in Canada, 
whoso iiiuuediate ancestors belonged to 
the crofter class. It is the same in Aus- 
tralia and New Ze-dand and in fact in all 
parts of the l'higlisli-s|ieaking world. 
Wherever thoy have a chance of improv- 
ing their condition there aro no people 
more willing or ready to take advantage 
of it. 

There is, however, one portion of 
"Merchant's " letter which 1 agree with 
luid tbiLt is that the Imperial government 
-should defray the expense of bringing 
them here. And then it is a matter, that 
should receive grave and earnest consid- 
eration at the hands of our logislators. It 
is not Hullicient to bring them hero and 
place them upon timber lands along the 
coast. In Manitoba the itrofter emigra- 
tion is a coni)>lete success, but there were 
instructor.s sent along with tliein whose 
duty it was to see that they got started 
rightly and that thoy received sumo know- 
ledge of the re(pjironionta nuoossary to 
success in their new mode of life. In 
British C'olumbia where 1 iiiulerat/uul li.sh- 
ing islobegreally depended upon it should 
he the duty of the ^nvoiiniient to see that 
a market is pru\ ided; liab curing or can- 
ning establishments of aome kind. This 
is a paying business and priv.ite individ- 
uals might 1)0 induced to imderlako it. If 
this is done they will at once become self- 
supporting and a most desiniblo ac(|uisi- 
lion to tho province. Otherwise there is 
great danger in the .scheme. In any case 
the first importation shuuld not be on too 
extensive a scale unless \vell assured of 
the means of making a livelihood.

How to Ki'op tliii Foet "Warm. 

Feet may he kept wariii lu almost any 
weather and with any coveriui,'. Tho 
method known to old hinihcrnuui should 
bo more generally emidoyeil, and would 
probably save many a fro/.i'U foot. 

Take two buntlies oi coinmon curled 
hair as large as the closed list of the iier- 
sou whose feel are to be kept warm. A 
little liberality in the quantity will do no 
harm. Full this out and make a pad 
large ciiougli to cover the sole of the foot 
from heel to toe. It nmst be pulled out 
light and free from lumps and hunches. 
Put one of these jiads in each stockini; 
ue.xt tho foot. Tho quantity of hair 
must depend to some e.xteni on tha 
looseness of tho shoe. But whether 
much or little is used, tho object 
Is to cover tho solo of tlie foot only with 
hair, and prevent tho foot from coming in 
contact with the stocking. The sides and 
top wiU then lake care of themselves. 
The writer has successfully used a buuch 
of hair less than the bulk of tho flngora 
of one hand.^ So small a quantity is 
likely to be full of lumps, and does not 
'well protect the foot; yet it prevents the 
foot from becoming cold enough to ache. 

If curled hair la not to be had, that 
which can be combed from the mane und 
toll of the horse, or cut or pulled from 
the necks and heads of cattle or other an 
imals will answer. When tho shoo oi 
boot is so tight that no space remains fos 
the hair, remove tho stocking and place 
the hair on the botiom of the shoo. — J. 
N. Semple in' Herald .of Health.

A BY-LAW 



Respecting the Expenditure of the 
IVIunicipal Revenue for the Year 
1888. 

BK IT ENACTED BY THE COUNCIL OF 
tho Corporation of the Olty of Victoria, 

a^^ follows:— 

1. It shall ho lawful for tho Fiimnco Committee 
of tho siiiil Council to arrange for and obtain a 
cretiil, by way of overdraft upon curront account 
with the Panic of Britiah North America, to an 
amount not oxcocding, in the whole, the sum o' 
$30,000, Including the now existing overdraft, 
at a rate of Interest not exooedlnii six per cent, 
per annum. 

2. All moneys so overdrawn shall bo used for 
tlio ordinary curront expenditure of the aaid 
Corporation, und shall be rupaid to tho aaid 
Bank on or before tlie tliirty-flrst day of Docein- 
ber, 1888, out of the municipal revenue of Uic 
aaid C'or|)oratiou for the ourront year.

The monthly report was read showing 
a daily average attendance of !)58.82, 
during the month of February giving each 
teacher an average of 45.(i') pupils. In 
.l;inuary the daily average was 7ti2. 

Trustee Ferguson suggested that the 
prnicipuls send in regular monthly ruports 
as to prc^ess, requirements, 'etc. 

Trustee Milne mentioned tho necessity 
of a sidewalk to the main entrance. Com- 
plailita had also been made of stmie 
throwing by aouio i/f the children. 

Trustee Ferguson moved that the aecre- 
tary address the following to each of the 
members for Victoria city and Esquimalt; 

**Whereas, at the last sessiun of the 
legislature, an amendment was made to 
tile school act jirohibiting teachers, who 
• ire graduates of coUegea, from teaching 
ill this province without having passed an 
examination before the provincial board of 
examiners; 

And whereas, in an effort t(.i obtain a 
teacher to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of tho late head master of tho 
high school, after having engaged, on dif- 
ferent occasions, three gentlemen of high 
scliokutic ftttainments and graduates of 
east 'in nuivcrsit ies, were as often disap- 
pointed, they refusing to submit to what 
they consider tho indignity of passing an 
exftmination, 

Wherefore, this board most respectfully 
refpiost the sujiport and influence of the 
membera of the le','islatiire to tho restora- 
tion of that portion of the school act 
excepting graduates <if British universities 
from exami:ialioii. " 

Seconded by Trustee Heistorman and 
carried. 

Trustee Ferguson brought up tho matter 
of the invitittion to the scliiKd children 
from tho proprietors of the Club 'I'heatro. 
Ho thought that in giving them a reconi- 
inondation to tho teachers that tho chair- 
man had done wrong, as it was well-known 
that the ))lace was not a ))ro|)er one. 

Tho cbairiuaii understood that tho thea- 
tre was not of such a low character as had 
been reported. Ho had hoard that very 
reapuctable people frequented the ])lacu, 
oven some of tho school teachers ho un- 
derstood wont there. Besides he had not 
expressed himself either one way or tho 
other to the proprietors when they had 
applied to him. 

I'rusteo Ferguson replied that it was 
about time that some notice was takoii of 
tho actions of some of the teachers. Fre- 
quenting saloons and losing money at 
pnkcr wore things not exactly in keeping 
with a toucher's vocation. 

Trustee Milne was much surprised when 
ho hud road in tho papers that tho chair- 
inaii liad given his consent (Tho Chair- 
man — "You aro in error. Doctor.") to the 
entertainment, and the teachers had 
acted in a most commendable manner in 
refusing to rocognii'.e the invitation.

We have to thank Rov. D. .Jennings, 
who writes us from Port Esaington under 
date of March 5th, for full partiiMilars of 
the ten ihle accident by which jour poojile 
lost their lives there, including a JovOttfd 
missionary to the Indians, "Rev. Mr, Shel- 
don and a loveablo and estimable lady, 
Mrs. Robert Cunningham. Needless is it 
to sa3' that the whole commmiil3' was 
allocked upon ihe intelligence being re- 
received by the arrival of the lioacowitz 
hero yesterday. Mr. Jonniiigs says the 
.following are the details just as the sur- 
vivor (ail Indian) related thom to him of 
one i)S the most melancholy accidents we 
have ever had to elironicle : — 

On the 20th of February hist Ilev. 
Arthur Harold Sheldon, Mra. Ridierl 
Onniiingham, accompanied by three Indi- 
ans, viz., Abel Wesley and l\lark McKay 
of tho Kit-ze-lash tribe, and George . -Pro- 
vost of Methikahtla, all left Port Bssiiig- 
ton on a trip to Meltakahtla per canoe. 
When they reached Point Lamlim t, three 
miles from Port Essington, the wind 
changed from fair to a lieiul wind. The 
wind being now against the tide 1 
IIOlS'l'KTOUS .SKA , 

was tho result. On account of the aiy.u 
of tho waves the boW of jtlio canoe 

was at times rai.sed to a considtir.abbi 
heiglit out of the water, and would fall <ui 
the m^xt wave with great force. In one 
of those falls it split from end to end. 
Heing split, tho canoe beg.ui Lo lill with 
water. Geo. Provost wanted to reef the 
sail, but Mrs. Ouimingham thought the 
sail small enough. After a time they 
tried to take down the sail, but the sail 
being entangled around Mrs. Ciiniiiiig- 
liain in .some way, they were unable to do 
so. Tho canoe being alneist full of water, 
a strong gust of wind ea))si/.ed it. Tlioy 
all managed to get on top of the upturned 
canno, i^nd all reiiiaiiied on it nearly half 
an Jiour. Mrs. Cunningham ami Abel 
Wesley were sitting near the stern, sh,- 
liiilding oii.lo .■Vliul's arm. A great wavi' 
tiiuni: and washed tficso two o;!', .-Miel 
sinking raiiidly, but Mrs. Onuiiingl-am 
lloateil some time and then .aiik 
Mr. Slioldoii had been fastened to the 
canoe, his hand having gut into the crack 
which held it fast, from which ho Niillered 
great pain l>y the ehaling of the]iaiisof 
the canoe. Mr. Slnl lon |inlled out his 
hand, but held on U> the canoe for a time, 
until

came and washed him nil'. At 
this time he appeared uncon- 
scious, tie reniaiiUMl on the water some 
time after this with both h.iiids to bis 
face — drifting a little way from the canoe, 
he sank. Ceo. Provost was sitting near 
the bow astride the cjkiioo, and held on 
until he becaiuo benumbed with the cold. 
He complained that he could neither hear 
nor see. He then fell over into the water 
and rapidly sank. JLirk McKay, the 
survivor, all the while stood on the Imt- 
toni of tho canoe holding on to a p iddle 
that ho had thrust into the split Ijy 
which ho kept liimaelf from be= 
ing beiiuiiibed. The canoe had floated 
towards the north bank of the river, the 
flow having sot ui. The mast', of the 
canoe was still in its place and wlion near 
shore stuck in the iiiiid which ])revented 
it from being lloated into the shallow 
water. It landed over on its side and 
got near enough to, the, shore to allow

I'eiiig alone, and no 
tS'ttfSiraiho'o in sight, his only \)\nii was to 
walk down the shore six or seven miles to 
the nearest habitiitioii. 

The news of this terrible calamity 
reached us i'thht; night and cast a deep 
ghioiii over tho whole village.
